Both  Mr,  Search,  president  of  the 
National  Association  of  Manufacturers 
of  the  United  States,  and  Mr.  Harper, 
secretary  of  the  commission  of  Amer, 
icau  business  men  that  visited  Brazil- 
attach  much  importance  to  the  employ- 
ment of  American  travelling  salesmen 
in  the  work  of  building  up  trade  in 
South  America  for  American  manufact- 
urers and  merchants. 

This  view,  in  which  all  the  members 
of  that  commission  appear  to  concur, 
is  not,  however,  adopted  by  every  one 
who  has  expressed  an  opinion  on  the 
subject.  «  Mere  d rummers, »  say  Messrs. 
Thacher  and  Curtis,  who  were  United 
States  commissioners  in  1SS5,  « in 
soliciting  are  nearly  a  total  failure  in 
either  gaining  or  holding  trade  in  these 
countries.  » 

The  reasons  why  this  is  the  case  are 
by  another  writer  set  forth  in  detail. 
A  competent  travelling  salesman,  he 
says,  demands  a  large  salary  and  an  am- 
ple allowance  for  travelling  expenses. 
His  stay  at  each  place  is  limited  and  at 
some  of  the  places  he  will  arrive  too 
hue  and  at  others  too  early  fordoing 
business  advantageously.  In  order  to 
meet  all  the  varying  conditions  of  trade 
in  different  countries  he  is  hampered 
with  exceedingly  bulky  packages  of 
samples.  He  is  forced  to  depend  on 
sources  of  information  that  are  necessa- 
rily limited  and  sometimes  misleading. 
His  departure  from  a  place  produces  a 
solution  of  continuity  in  his  work,  for 
his  customers,  unable  to  find  him  when 
!  they  have  a  sudden  demand  for  such 
'  gx>ds  as  he  supplies,  give  their  orders  to 
some  competitor.  The  time  and  infor- 
mation at  his  disposal  are  insufficient  to 
enable  him  to  use  the  proper  amount  of 
caution  In  his  transactions  or  to  sell  on 
the  most  favorable  terms  obtainable- 
Wheu  he  books  trial  orders  and  makes 
satisfactory  arrangements  in  regard  to 
payments,  it  is  still  impossible  for  the  ! 
houses  that  he  represents  to  decide 
whether  his  customers  can  be  safely 
trusted  for  the  amount  of  larger  orders.  ! 
«  Resident  merchants,*  say  Messrs.  j 
Thacher  and  Curtis,  a  offer  the  best ! 
means  to  introduce  and  increase  the  use 
Of  goods.  This  is  no  experiment.  It  has 
resulted  favorably* in  almost  every  city 
of  South  and  Central  America  which 
we  visited,  and   it  has  been  tested  over 


and  over  hundreds  of  times  by  German, 
English  and  other  foreign  peoples.» 

The  difference  of  opinion  on  this  sub- 
ject is  perhaps  more  apparent  than 
real.  Mr.  Harper  and  his  companions 
recognize  the  necessity  of  the  utmost 
care  in  selecting  the  proper  kind  of 
travelling  salesmen,  who,  as  they  cor- 
rectly assert,  should  be  intelligent  and 
well  acquainted  with  the  goods  they 
wish  to  sell  and  also,  if  possible,  with  the 
language,  customs  aud  trade  require- 
ments of  the  country  in  which  they 
seek  to  do  business.  There  are  no 
better  salesmen  in  the  world,  they  say, 
than  the  American  commercial  drum- 
mers. If  these  men  will  explain  to 
South  American  merchants  the  merits 
of  the  merchandise  they  handle,  meet 
the  objections  offered  and  report  to 
manufacturers  in  the  United  States,  the 
latter  can  determine  what  alterations  it 
is  necessary  to  make   in   their  products. 

This  is  also  Mr,  Search's  opinion,  but 
at  the  same  time  he  and  the  members  of 
the  commission  do  not  fail  to  recognize 
the  importance  of  resident  agents  and  of 
the  establishment  of  branches  of  Amer- 
ican houses  or  distinctively  American 
importing  houses  in  South  American 
trade  centres. 

Giving  due  weight,  then,  to  all  the 
foregoing  opinions  and  adding  to  them 
others  with  which  we  have  had  occasion 
to  become  acquainted,  as  well  as  the 
results  of  our  personal  observation,  we 
arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  the  tra- 
velling salesman  and  the  resident  agent 
supplement  each  other  and  that  with 
the  former's  canvassing  ability  and  with 
his  knowledge  of  the  merchandise  and 
of  the  manufacturer's  views,  it  is  expe- 
dient to  combine  the  information  which 
the  latter  has  acquired  in  regard  to  the 
requirements  of  the  local  market,  the 
methods  of  doing  business,  the  standing 
of  business  men  and  the  language  and 
customs  of  the  country.

—An  employ*;  of  the  Central  Railway,  wi'.b 
the  singular  name  of  Arco  e  Flecba  (bow  and 
arrow)  was  arrested  in  S.  Paulo  some  days  ago 
on  the  charge  of  having  embezzled  the  sum  of 
42:000$  belonging  to  the  road.  Another  eiu- 
ploydissaid  to  be  implicated  to  the  amount 
of  4:0005000. 

— Acordiug  to  the  Philadelphia  «Times,»  the 
Jackson  &  Sharp  Company  has  received  UK- 
contract  to  build  a  number  of  cars  fur  the 
Southeastern  Railway  Company  of  London. 
A  sample  car,  which  was  shipped  from  the 
works  of  the  Wilmington  corporation,  lias 
arrived  in  London,  -,\w\,  having  met  the  ap- 
proval of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Euro- 
pean railway,  the  local  firm  has  been  awarded 
the  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  ciirs. 
This  is  the  first  contract  the  company  has 
received  for  ears  in  London,  The  car  is  fifty- 
five  feet  long,  of  the  standard  width  and  the 
regulation  parlor  car  of  this  country.  En- 
trance to  the  car  is  the  same  as  in  American 
cars,  and  not  at  the  side  and  into  compartments, 
as  in  Euglishcars.  ft  is  heavy  in  construction, 
the  under-frame  being  almost  entirely  of  iron 
and  steel. 

—British  manufacturers,  says  an  American 
journal,  are  indignant  on  account  of  the  con- 
tracts^ which  have  recently  been  secured  by 
American  manufacturers  amounting  to  mil- 
lions of  dollars  for  the  traction  plant  for  the 
Loudon  Central  Underground  Railway,  which 
is  to  be  run  by  electricity.  The  secretary  of 
the  company  explains  that  the  contracts  for 
carriages,  locomotives  and  machinery  were 
given  to  American  firms  011  the  advice  of  the 
electrical  experts,  who  represent  that  tlie 
greater  use  of  electrical  traction  in  the  United 
States  has  brought  its  manufacture  to  a  higher 
degree  of  perfection  and  made  it  far  less  ex- 
pensive than  in  England.  The  contracts  for 
the  London  Central  Railway  were  awarded  to 
the  General  Electric  Company.  They  call  for 
an  extensive  apparatus,  and  the  equipment  of 
a  system  resembling  that  operated  in  the  Bal- 
timore &  Ohio  tunnel  at  Baltimore.  Locomo- 
tives are  to  he  used  instead  of  motor  cars, 

—Up  to  the  present  the  only  particulars  that 
have  been  made  public  in  regard  to  the  pro- 
posals for  the  lease  of  the  government  railways 
are  the  following  ;  —At  Loudon  there  was 
received  a  proposal  from  Messrs.  Greenwod  & 
Co.  for  the  lease  of  the  Central  Railway.  Tliev 
propose,  it  is  said,  to  organize  a  company  with 
a  capital  of  ,£5:, 000.000,  on  which  the  govern- 
ment is  expected  to  guarantee  6  "/„  interest 
besides  taking  half  the  shares,  At  Brussels 
there  was  received  a  tender,  whose  terms  are 
not  stated,  for  the  lease  of  the  railway  from 
Porto  Alegre  to  Uruguayana.  At  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro there  was  also  rece'ived  a  proposal  for  the 
lease  of  this  road.  This  proposal  is  signed  [,,. 
Joao  Pereira  I'arobe"  as  secretary  of  the  State 
government  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  who  how- 
ever fails  to  present  any  document  shmvintr 
that  be  has  made  the  proper  deposit  in  the 
treasury.  lie  offers  to  pay  ^  33.350  in  cash, 
I  6.679  !^r  annum  or  10  %  of  the  gross  receipts 
or  20  /?  of  the  net  receipts  in  excess  of 
the  equivalent  of  12  °/0  of  the  capital 
invested  in  the  road  and  the  sum  of 
12:000;$  per  annum  for  the  cost  of  supervisee 
the  execution  of  the  contract.
